from the very classes which have been tnost 
active in fighting the Germait occupationjsts, Mr. 
Churchill applied such epithets as "rebels," 
"mutineers," and "a gang of men from the moun- 
tains"— how the Maquis of France" will enjoy 
that one! The Prime Minister said in effect that 
such men were sjl very we!! for use against the 
enemy, and were armed for that purpose by Brit- 
ain, but must not aspire to the governing of y^t 
complex communities such as Belgium, Greece or 
Holland. We doubt, however, whether the com- 
mon people of Great Britain will endorse that 
view or be other than siiockod and horrified at 
the Uiought of British forces shooting down these 

common people of Greece who have been Brit- 
ain's allies. A situation has developed which is 
bad enough in itself, but is more alarming when 
considered in conjunction with Britain's rela- 
tions with United Stales and Hussia. 

Mr. Churchill said tliat he "trusted the mass 
of the people in almost every crisis," but that he 
wanted first "to make sure that it 13 the peqple, 
not a gang of men from the mountains or 
country-side who think that by violence they can 
overturn constituted authority, in some cases 
ancient parliaments, governments and states" 
nightly or wrongly there has arisen in Britain 
and elsewhere a feeling that the government is 
determined to uphold the ancient i^rliamenU 
and ancient dynasties of Europe raUier than 
leave the settlement of these matters to the self- 
determination of (he peoples concerned, Mr. 
Churchill's address will unfortunately increase 
thai impression, ' t 

It is undcrsUndablc that the British govern- 
mcnt should bo determined not to have what it 
might regard as unfriendly governments in Italy 
or in other countries in what it may consider the 
British sphere of influence on 4he continent. It 
might even be that Stalin would be content to 
agree with Britain in this respect if he, in turn, 
is to be guaranteed friendly goverrunents in the 
Balkans and other countries neighboring on 
Russia's borders. But that, after all, would con^ 
stitute a dividing up of Europe into t^-o spheres 
of influence, with the United States left out of 
the picture, and the self-determination which' 
her president favors for Ekiropcan countries to a 
material extent disregarded^ 

The complaint directed against the United 
Slates after the last war was that she washed 
her hands of European ppDblcms. Her Allies 
have depressed the hope that this will not hap- 
pen again; have repeatedly asserted that the 
joint efforts of at least three nations, not just 
two, will be required to perpetuate the hard- 
won peace on the continent- There will have to 
bo give and talce on the part of all three; tact 
and diplomacy on the part of their leaders; a dla- 
posiUon to compromise when necessary. Win- 
ning the war by unity of action, the Allies must 
not by bad foreign policy on Britain's part loae 
the peace by disunity.
